Q.S.R. 1387.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section 
47 of the Indian Hallways Act, 1890 (9 of 1890), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the general rules for all open lines 
of railways In India administered by the Government, published wi th the notlflca 
tlon of the Government of India, in the late Railway Department (Railway Board) 
No. 1078-T dated the 9th March, 1929, namely:^— 

In Part I of the said Rules, in rule 54, in clause (c), after the words “the 
authorised officer’’, the following shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Hand signals may also be dispensed with in the case of Home signals at 
stations provided with power signalling and track circuiting and 
where such Home sisals are provided with Calling-on signals and the 
trains passed by taking "ofl’’ (he CalUng-on signals in accordance -with 
special instructions.”
